The amended labeling referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under the Federal 
Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), as amended, is acceptable.  

The primary brand name of this product has been changed from Stimulate Root Growth Plus to 
Stimulate Root Growth, and our records have been updated accordingly. This approval does not affect 
any terms or conditions that were previously imposed on this registration. You continue to be subject to 
existing terms or conditions on your registration and any deadlines connected with them.  

A stamped copy of your labeling is enclosed for your records. This labeling supersedes all previously 
accepted labeling. You must submit one (1) copy of the final printed labeling before you release this 
product for shipment with the new labeling. In accordance with 40 CFR § 152.130(c), you may 
distribute or sell this product under the previously approved labeling for 18 months from the date of 
this letter. After 18 months, you may only distribute or sell this product if it bears this new revised 
labeling or subsequently approved labeling. “To distribute or sell” is defined under FIFRA section 
2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR § 152.3.  

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to your company’s website on your label, then please be 
aware that the website becomes labeling under FIFRA and is subject to review by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). If the website is false or misleading, the product will be 
considered to be misbranded and sale or distribution of the product is unlawful under FIFRA section

Apply this product only through the following types of irrigation systems:  center pivot, traveler, big gun, motorized 
lateral move, end tow, side (wheel) roll, solid set, and hand move irrigation equipment.  Do not apply through any 
other types of irrigation systems.  Crop injury, lack of effectiveness, or illegal pesticide residues in the crop can 
result from non-uniform distribution of treated water.  If you have questions about calibration, you should contact 
State Experiment Station specialists, equipment manufacturers or other experts.  Do not connect an irrigation system

A.  Center Pivot, Traveler, Big Gun, Motorized Lateral Move, End Tow, and Side (Wheel) Roll Irrigation 
Equipment:  Operate system and injection equipment at normal pressures recommended by the manufacturer of 
injection equipment used.  Fill tank of injection equipment with water.  Operate system for one complete circle for 
center pivot or one complete run for the other recommended equipment, measuring time required, amount of water 
injected, and acreage contained in circle or run.  Mix recommended amount of STIMULATE ROOT GROWTH for 
acreage to be covered into same amount of water used during calibration and inject into system continuously for one 
revolution or run, but continue to operate irrigation system until STIMULATE ROOT GROWTH has been cleared 
from last sprinkler head.  Spray mixture in the chemical supply tank must be agitated at all times, otherwise settling 
and uneven application may occur. 

B. Solid Set and Hand Move Irrigation Equipment:  Determine acreage covered by sprinkler.  Fill tank of 
injection equipment with water and adjust flow to use contents over a thirty to forty-five minute period.  Mix 
desired amount of STIMULATE ROOT GROWTH for acreage to be covered into quantity of water used during 
calibration and operate entire system at normal pressures recommended by the manufacturer of injection equipment 
used for amount of time established during calibration.  Provide constant mechanical agitation in the mix tank to 
insure that STIMULATE ROOT GROWTH will remain in suspension during the injection cycle.   STIMULATE 
ROOT GROWTH can be injected at the beginning or end of the irrigation cycle or as a separate application.  Stop 
injection equipment after treatment is completed and continue to operate irrigation system until STIMULATE 
ROOT GROWTH is cleared from last sprinkler head. 

SAFETY DEVICES 
(1) The systems designated above must contain a functional check valve, vacuum relief valve, and low pressure 
drain appropriately located on the irrigation pipeline to prevent water source contamination from backflow.  (2) All 
pesticide injection pipelines must contain a functional, automatic, quick-closing check valve to prevent the flow of 
fluid back toward the injection pump.  (3) The pesticide injection pipeline must also contain a functional, normally 
closed, solenoid-operated valve located on the intake side of the injection pump and connected to the system 
interlock to prevent fluid from being withdrawn from the supply tank when the irrigation system is either 
automatically or manually shut down.  (4) The system must contain functional interlocking controls to automatically 
shut off the pesticide injection pump when the water pump motor stops.  (5) The irrigation line or water pump must 
include a functional pressure switch which will stop the water pump motor when the water pressure decreases to the 
point where pesticide distribution is adversely affected.  (6) Systems must use a metering pump, such as a positive 
displacement injection pump (e.g., diaphragm pump) effectively designed and constructed of materials that are 
compatible with pesticides and capable of being fitted with a system interlock.  (7) Do not apply when wind speed 
favors drift beyond the area intended for treatment. 
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SYSTEMS CONNECTED TO PUBLIC WATER SOURCES 

Public water system means a system for the provision to the public of piped water for human consumption if such 
system has at least 15 service connections or regularly serves an average of at least 25 individuals daily at least 60 
days out of the year.  Chemigation systems connected to public water systems must contain a functional, reduced-
pressure zone, backflow preventer (RPZ) or the functional equivalent in the water supply line upstream from the 
point of pesticide introduction.  As an option to the RPZ, the water from the public water system should be 
discharged into a reservoir tank prior to pesticide introduction.  There shall be a complete physical break (air gap) 
between the outlet end of the fill pipe and the top or overflow rim of the reservoir tank of at least twice the inside 
diameter of the fill pipe.  The system must contain functional interlocking controls to automatically shut off the 
pesticide injection pump when the water pump motor stops or, in cases where there is no water pump, when the 
water pressure decreases to the point where pesticide distribution is adversely affected.

MODE OF ACTION 
STIMULATE ROOT GROWTH is a bio-stimulant containing plant growth regulators.   STIMULATE ROOT 
GROWTH enhances plant growth and development by stimulating cell division, cell differentiation and 
enlargement, nutrient uptake and nutrient utilization.  STIMULATE ROOT GROWTH will enhance root growth 
when additional new root is needed such as during periods of excessive rainfall or flooding or during periods of 
drought. It is especially effective when applied with foliar fertilizer, but it is also compatible with pesticides. 
Applying STIMULATE ROOT GROWTH with foliar herbicides will also help sustain root growth through the 
herbicide application. 
 
MIXING INSTRUCTIONS:   STIMULATE ROOT GROWTH is water soluble and suitable for use in 
conventional liquid application systems including sprinkler irrigation systems.  Shake STIMULATE ROOT 
GROWTH thoroughly and dilute in sufficient water to assure adequate, even coverage without producing excessive 
runoff.  Agitate the spray mixture during application and apply within 12 hours of dilution.   STIMULATE ROOT 
GROWTH can be applied tank mixed with most insecticides, fungicides, herbicides and foliar fertilizers but must 
be the last addition to the spray mixture. If the tank mix combination has not been used previously, contact a Stoller 
representative or conduct a jar test to test for compatibility. Use a small jar and mix a small amount of spray, 
combining all ingredients in the same ratio as the anticipated use. If any indications of physical incompatibility 
develop, do not use this mixture for spraying. Indications of incompatibility usually will appear within 5 to 15 
minutes after mixing. To ensure maximum crop safety and product performance, follow all precautions and 
limitations on this label and labels of products used in the tank mixture. 
 

APPLICATION INSTRUCTIONS 
 
Apply Stimulate Root Growth (by ground or air) to foliage diluted in 2 to 10 gallons of water per acre. Larger 
volumes of water may be used if not associated with excessive runoff. For best results, apply in the early morning 
or late evening. When applying Stimulate Root Growth in a band or as a foliar-directed spray, reduce the 
application rate from the labeled broadcast rate in proportion to the percent of the field surface area covered by the 
foliar spray, but not below the minimum rate listed in the table. Apply at the rates indicated in the following tables.

Empty the rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or 
disposal.  Repeat this procedure two more times.  Then offer for recycling or reconditioning or puncture and dispose 
of in a sanitary landfill, or by incineration, or if allowed by state and local authorities, by burning.  If burned, stay 
out of smoke.
